ought to be done. A scenic “foothill” 
boulevard that failed to pass through 
Sierra Madre would be like Roosevelt 
without the “big stick” or like the play 
of “Hamlet” with no Hamlet. 

In the matter of the relation of the 
town of Arcadia to* the project there 
seems to be little real occasion for 
disagreement between the two towns. 
No possible route through Sierra Madre 
would take the main highway away 
from Arcadia. The proposal of the 
Sierra Madre Board of Trade should 
not be regarded by Arcadia as an at¬ 
tempt to take away anything of ad¬ 
vantage to the latter. So far as Mr. 
Baldwin is concerned the proposed 
route would take the highway past both 
the hotel and the racetrack, instead of 
the racetrack only, as provided in the 
original plans of the commission. This 
would certainly be an advantage worth 
his consideration. 

In affairs of this sort where neighbor¬ 
ing towns are concerned the matter 
should be looked at in a broad manner. 
This is not a project where one town 
profits at the expense of another. The 
greater the aggregate benefit to all the 
towns concerned the greater will be the 
benefit to each. If the commissioners 
decide that it is desirable to include 
Sierra Madre on the line of the high¬ 
way it will be clearly up to Arcadia 
and Mr. Baldwin to meet any reasona¬ 
ble proposal which has that in view. 

That Sierra Madre has everything to 
gain by being placed on the highway is 
self evident. It means, first of all, the 
placing of our town upon a main artery 
of travel. The advantages of such a 
move would be manifold. It would 
mean more publicity, direct and indi¬ 
rect, on account of the increased num¬ 
ber of tourists and others who would 
see the town. Heretofore two objec¬ 
tions have been offered by people who 
were considering the purchase of Sierra 
Madre real estate—difficulty of access 
and lack of street improvements. The 


street work which is to be begun soon 
will remedy the one and the interurban 
has partially removed the other. The 
advent of such a road as the foothill 
boulevard would put Sierra Madre real 
estate in the “gilt edge” class where it 
belongs. Then there are the advantages 
accruing to those who are already resi¬ 
dents here—convenience for pleasure 
or business, added attraction as a 
residence town, and increased property 
valuation. It is a safe proposition that 
this latter item alone would justify the 
expenditure of a sufficient amount by 
the town to connect our streets with the 
county highway, even if the commis¬ 
sion should not see its way clear to 
bring the highway through the town. 

Clearly, the foothill boulevard must 
be brought to Sierra Madre if there is 
any possible way to do it. It is the 
thing to do. A way must be found. 
The gentlemen of the Board of Trade 
deserve the hearty and unanimous sup¬ 
port of Sierra Madre property owners 
in their present efforts. 


No Pinch Felt Here. 

Something of the growth of business 
in Sierra Madre and of the First Na¬ 
tional bank is shown by comparison 
of the present assets with those at the 
time of the last statement made to the 
comptroller of the treasury, Feb. 14. At 
that time the assets fell a few cents 
short of $92,000, while at the close of 
business April 2 the books of the bank 
showed the assets had passed the $100,- 
000 mark.

"Grieg” was read before the club by 
Miss Rice: 

There is no foreign composer more 
admired and loved by the Americans 
than Edward Grieg. But owint* to his

A certain American doctor set out 
from London to see Grieg at his home 
in Bergen. The doctor knew that he 
was a very difficult person to meet, but 
he found some German women who 
kept a music store, who were friends of 
Grieg’s, and they kindly arranged a 
meeting at their shop. Grieg appeared 
at the appointed time, and the doctor 
describes him as a little kindly man, 
with long premature grey hair, and a

The upholding of the Oregon law in 
regard to the work of women by the 
supreme court will now validate the 
laws of other states limiting the hours 
of labor for women.

He was all fire and 
energy, and seemed to inspire his men. j 
It is a wonder he did not wear himself 
out, but small and frail as he was he 
lived forty-five years with only one 
lung, and even when he had to save his

Grieg was essentially a lyric poet in 
music, and in this vein he acheived

When hand composition was re¬ 
placed by typesetting machines in city 
newspaper making, not so many years 
ago, thousands of printers were thrown 
out of work. Many of them knew no 
other trade and were too old to learn. 
They drifted from place to place seek¬ 
ing work and acquired a nomadic pro¬ 
pensity which grew to the extent that 
they were at length quite unable to 
settle down for any considerable period 
of time at one job. They were known 
in the country printing offices all over 
the land. Upon arriving in a town 
they at once paid a visit to the print¬ 
ing office,, or newspaper, where they 
were reasonably sure of enough work 
al least to provide meals while they re¬ 
mained in town. For there was a sort 
of a freemasonry among printers which 
always could be relied upon to supply 
*, needs. Thus came the !‘tramp printers.” 

Many a young printer’s “devil" learn¬ 
ing the trade in a country office envied 
these vagabond compositors. Inde¬ 
pendent, unabashed, quick witted and 
j sarcastic to a degree, they could render 
a good account of themselves in argu- 
i ment with a newsboy or a college 
; president. And they k*iew more about 
the rules of punctuation and English 
composition than some college pro¬ 
fessors. A former printer was discus¬ 
sing this subject with some acquaiute- 
nances the other day. 

"I used to be foreman of a country ^ 
office in Wisconsin,” he said, "and a 
tramp ‘print’ or two usually blew into ^ 
town every week and struck me for 
work. They wanted to throw in some |

Nothing delighted one of these old 
printers more than to play some trick 
on the office ‘devil.’ Many a youngster 
learned by sad experience through a 
tramp printer that striped ink and 
dots for ‘lower case i’s’ cannot be 
borrowed at rival printing offices. 
When sober these wanderers were sel¬ 
dom talkative, but after the day’s work 
was over and a couple of cans of beer 
had been advantageously stowed away 
they frequently related tales of the 
road that were worth while. I remem¬ 
ber one old chap told about going into 
a country office where he found the 
proprietor setting type out of a sack. 

“ ‘Purty slow work, ain’t it?’ he in¬ 
quired. 

“‘Well, maybe a little slow on com¬ 
position, but, gee! I’m great on distribu¬ 
tion;” replied the man.—Kansas City 
Star.

2,000,000,000 needles are produced each 
year, have a dexterity in their delicate 
trade, which the manufacturers believe 
is transmitted from father to son. Near¬ 
ly one half of Redditch’s 13,500 in-

habitants are connected directly or in- 
‘ directly with the needle industry, and 
the making of the variety of small 
steel tempered and pointed products 
has been the town’s chief source of in- 
come for nearly 500 years. Many of 
the so-called “needle factories,” of 

i j ’ 

which there are forty-two in the town 
directory, have apparently little to do 
with needles of domestic uses. Under 
the broad description of needle making 
is included the manufacture of fish¬ 
hooks and other pointed, tempered 
steel products which have been associ¬ 
ated for centuries with needle manu¬ 
facture. 

The Redditch needle makers take a 
deep pride in their old establishment 
and have made thorough historical re¬ 
search into the origin of their industry, 
which has been made a foundation for 
the claim that the art of needle making 
was first taught the inhabitants by the 
monks of the Cistercian abbey, of 
j Uordesley, which stood on the out¬ 
skirts of the present town. Since this 
religious house was dissolved, in 1538, j 
this claim, if proved, would give the 
needle makers an antiquity of nearly 
400 years. Since the end of the eigh¬ 
teenth century the bulk of the English 
needle making industry has been con- i 
centrated in the town. 

There are no peculiarities of climate 
in Redditch that are not common to 
other parts of England, but the neces- < 
sity for some handling of the bright : 
polished needles would make the trade ' 
difficult to carry on in any climate ! 
having a high summer temperature, and 1 
the Redditch manufacturers experience i 
considerable trouble from rust, arising 1 
from handling their needles when the 1 
temperature is unusually high. Many 
workers have to be rejected because i 
they have habitually moist hands, but a 
it seems probable that the conditions j 
of the trade tend to produce workers a 
in certain families having suitable ! c 
hands.

finished product. This practice was 
continued until toward the middle of 
nineteenth century, when the gradual 
application of more elaborate tools and 
| machinery to the trade, and the con¬ 
sequent need of more capital, caused 
the establishment of factories of the 
modern type. About this time a con¬ 
siderable migration of needle makers 
into Redditch took place from the 
village of Long Crendon, Buckingham¬ 
shire, where the manufacture of needles 
had been long practiced; these workers 
no doubt brought with them practices 
that had previously been unknown in 
Redditch. 

The largest is estimated to produce 
needles to the value of $292’000 per 
annum; all other factories do not aggre¬ 
gate probably more than $584,000 per 
annum. These figures are, however, 
quite conjectural, as there are no pub¬ 
lished reports from which they can be 
ascertained. The needle industry ex¬ 
tends over a group of villages spreading 
over an area of about seven by three 
miles. The headquarters of the princi- 




pal firms are, however, situated at 
Redditch. 

The wages of the needle workers are 
relatively high, the work generally 
needing considerable intelligence and 
neat methodical habits. A large pro¬ 
portion of women is employed, the 
light and clean character of the work 
being well suited to their special capa¬ 
bilities. The workers are well housed, 
well clothed, and generally thrifty and 
self respecting. The trade is of a staple 
character, insuring regularity of em¬ 
ployment and wages. Most of the 
work is done b? “the piece.” The 
modern factories are spacious and well 
ventilated, warmed, and lighted. The 
usual hours of work are fifty per week. 
—New York Times.
